path improvement just tp see for ourselves 
what is .being 
done 


towards completing this job which has been hanging fire for the 
past two years 
Of couise the uppeimost question is, will the tow- 


path be ready by the time the new bridge is open for travel? Th'at 
is an open question 
If the budge is not completed by November, 


the tow path will be ready, and it looks like it will he November 
anyway before the bridge is turned over 
to the, 
county. 
Con- 


tractor George White, who has the tow path contract, has a good 
sized force of men at work and he sals that he will finish his con- 
tract by the middle or latter part of October, and that he will be 
out pf the way before the bridge is ready for travel. 


The biggest unfinished part of the White'contract is the build- 


ing of the walls and roadway to connect with" the last pier pf the 
bridge, and en this he has at vipik all the men he ceuld use econ- 
omically, operating 
two derricks in the handling pf the stone for 


'the walls These walls go down deep into tho ground in order to 


get a good, solid foundation, and an immense amount of masonry 
work is required 
This part of the work could not be started until 


the JIartin Company had finished its contract so thero is really no 
ground for criticism as to delay m starting it. It will be tied onto 
the pier and then the roadway built up.to the new bridge .on a 
gradual grade 
In addition to finishing this part of the roadway, 


Cpntraetoi White has to surface the entire tow path with crushed 
limestone, and he has eight or ten teams at work hauling the' ma- 
terial onto the loadwaj 
After it is spread it will be rolled arid 


then the tow path will be lead} foi travel. 


Contractor "Nhite has been much inconvenienced by difficulty 


in getting his mateiial on the ground. He had figured oh hauling 
it fiom Portsmputh, but the destruction of the temporary

ing of the Avails and roadway to connect with the last pier 01 the 
bridge, and on this he has at.work all the men he could use econ- 
omically, operating two derricks in the handling of the stone for 
tins walls. These walls go down deep into .the ground in order to 
get a i_'0od, solid foundation, niiil. an immense amount of masonry 
work is required. This part of the work could not be started until
